The  Port  wealth  District  of  Preston  extends  from  Forraby  loiht  on  the  south  to 
a  point  about  2, }'j0  yards  south  of  the  Victoria  fier,  >outh  Ghore,  Blackpool,  on  the 
north.  The  <ock,  which  is  3»2U0  feet  long  by  bOG  fe  t  wide,  covers  40  acres  and  is 
approached  by  the  entrance  basin,  830  feet  long  by  fo  t  wide,  n  area  of  acres. 

The  communicating  looks  arc  550  feet  long  and  6b  fe  t  wide,  with  a  depth  of 
29  feet  6  inches  at  high  water  ordinary  spring  tide.  The  dock  is  situated  in  the 
borough,  and  is  a  >out  16  miles  up  the  River  nibble  from  deep  water  at  the  bar. 

Ihe  quays  are  over  1-  miles  long.  There  are  170  acres  of  storage  ground  and 
bl,525  superficial  yar  3  of  covered  floor  space. 

The  dock  Is  equipped  with  hydraulic  and  steam  cremes  and  recently  additional 
hydraulic  cranes  hava  been  installed.  Ample  railway  facilities  exist. 

During  the  year  under  review  continued  improvements  on  the  dock  estate  were 
effected  by  the  dock  undertaking,  ouaya  adjacent  to  ferry  berths  have  oe  n  re*- surfaced 
and  certain  lengths  of  roadways  have  besn  re-laid  and  surfaced.  Some  road  drainage 
ho  a  been  renewed  and  improved.  The  weekly  dock  and  shipping  refuse  collection 
service  continues.  Additional  banana  ripening  charabors  have  be  n  installed  in  one 
of  the  w^rehousoa.

One  sample  was  reported  upon  as  unsatisfactory 
and  tne  ship's  next  port  of  call  was  notified  whore  the  tanka  were  cleansed  and  fresh 
water  taken  aboard.  The  remaining  five  samples  were  satisfactory.
